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‘| must, therefore, be plenty of it at hand and somewhere, 
case we are asked for it. 

The imperfect management of the Bank of France has 
caused an unusual drain upon our money. If they had pub- 
lished weekly accounts, the public of Europe, and of this country 
especially, which, with some other defects, is undeniably 
superior to all others in economical knowledge, would have 
been able to know what was impending. But as the Bank of 
France keep a dead secret for a month at a time, and only 
vague rumours as to its position, often quite misleading, are 
allowed to get abroad, the most intelligent observers are at 
fault because of materials. There is no kind of mismanage- 
ment more mischievous than that which keeps down the 

\| value during the whole long interval of secrecy, and 
raises it with a violent start just when the moment 
of publicity is at last arrived. The teasing errors, how- 
ever, of the Bank of France must not blind us to their 

«real and very great difficulties. The state of the public 
finances of France, in which, though M. Fould has increased 
the revenue, he has not decreased the expenditure, or cured 
the chronic deficit, and the Italian loan, which has been largely 
taken on the Paris Bourse, are dangerous aggravations. But 
above all these is the state of the drain to India and the East. 
The English Board of Trade tables published in our Supple- 

'ment, place our Oriental liabilities in a most conspicuous light.

| Europe has bought largely of Egypt and the East. The Bank

| It is true that the goodness of the harvest is a considerable

|| pay the United States or any of the ordinary food-supplying 
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harvests, when the inhabitants of these countries are not on 
a sudden prepared to purchase an unusual amount of some- 
thing else from us.

| of late been obliged to seek unaccustomed sources of supply ; 
| and therefore we have to pay unaccustomed sums in gold and 
| silver, 
In the face of this serious Oriertal liability, and of the con- 
sequent pressure on the Bank of France, it will be for the 
Directors of the Bank of England to consider very seriously 
the state of their reserve. It is certainly low, and we own 
that, as far as we can judge, it needs strengthening. The market 
rate is certainly rather under than over the Bank rate, but if 
the Bank were to raise its rate the general market would follow, 
and the difference would not be greater than at present. If

CHINA IN DECOMPOSITION. 

CuINA is fast succumbing beneath those toils of European in. 
fluence by which it has so long been threatened. The latest 
news not only bears out all the grave anticipations which we 
had formed of the progress of events there, but. shows that 
the Empire is dissolving at a rate that we could hardly haye 
anticipated on the first contact with European ambitions, 
We have always maintained that the resolution taken by the 
Foreign Office to loan military and naval power to the Im./} 
perialists in China would be a powerful impulse urging the 
Empire there in the same direction in which India has grad 

slid under European dominion. And now the process is going op 
so rapidly before our eyes, that even the sceptics who last session 
professed to see nothing in the English move but an effort 
to restore to the Imperial Government some of its old strength, 
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will have their eyes opened to see the truth. China ig 
becoming, as India became in the last century, a prey to con 
tending foreigners,—French, English, and American. The 
Chinese are falling into the same subordinate position as the 
native troops of India,—making admirable soldiers when dis. 
ciplined and led by Europeans, but a mere crowd of craven- |} 
hearted Orientals when they are not stiffened by the distinet 
purposes and guided by the originating intellect of the West, 
No indication is wanting which we had in India, that Oriental 
rule is practically over. For the future we may have nominal 

| Chinese Emperors and Princes, as we have so long had Moguls | 
and Peishwas in India; but the day is gone by when they can}} 

rule without Western aid. We began by proposing to prop| 

. up the falling Empire against the barbarous hordes of the, 

| Taepings. And now what do we see in China? An American 

| adventurer directing the operations of the Taepings ; and on the | 
other hand, English officers, French officers, and even Ameri-

was to India, the American Burgevine is at the present 
moment to China; he is countermining the aid lent by 
England and France to the Imperialists, by lending exactly |} 
similar aid to Taepings. And as soon as he is more power- |} 
fully reinforeed—as he soon will be by other adventurous || 
Americans or Europeans—we shall see the mark of their in- 
fluence on all the proceedings of the Taepings—stronger 
government, clearer aims, a check on destructive barbarisms, 
but probably a fresh stimulus to greedy oppression of the 
natives for the sake of pecuniary gain. We will place before 
our readers a few of the most impressive signs of the gravity 
of the political situation. 

The relative value of the Chinese as soldiers when led 
by Europeans and left to their own leaders, shows as vast a 
difference as ever we saw in India. For example, by the last 
mail we hear of the capture from the Taepings of Fung-chin, 
a fortified town lying 50 miles south-west of Shanghai, by 
700 drilled Chinese, with six 12-pound howitzers and five 
mortars, under Macartney, formerly the military secretary of 
General Burgevine, but who, since the latter’s defection to 
the rebels, has himself taken the place of his leader. The 
drilled Chinese behaved most gallantly, swimming the creeks 
in their eagerness to storm. “Five months ago,” says the 
writer of the account, that is before they were drilled by a 
European, “they would have been utterly incapable 
“of attacking so strong a place as Fung-chin had they 
“been four times as numerous.” This is but the 
most recent of innumerable examples of the same fact— 
that European or American leadership transforms Orientals 
into something very like Euro making an otherwise 
utterly useless instrument one of the highest value. Of 
course this natural law, as we may call it, inevitably operates 
to draw Europeans towards every centre of nominal authority 
in China. When the Chinese see that by securing one or two 
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a) practically secure also an efficient army, it is as im- 
ae oer P them t resist the temptation as it would have 
to refuse the aid of gunpowder when once invented. If 
does not use it another will, and blow his opponent 
air ; and so, in mere self-defence, Europeans having 
ved the magic of their power in China, will be in 
| demand wherever any one party is trying to maintain itself 
against its rivals. 
| But this is not all. Europeans will not only be in great 
demand,—but also, wherever they are secured, they will 
| necessarily be greatly dreaded and secretly countermined by 
|| their own allies. The Chinese are not so stupid as to ignore 
the fact that they are in the position of the horse who got the 
man’s help in killing the lion. The man gives very efficient 
put he masters his ally and uses him for his own pur- 
. The Chinese see this, and with natural reluctance to 
this inevitable fate, make the usual and childish attempt io 
‘use their ally and cheat him at the same time,—which, of 
course, results in driving him over to the enemy, and then 
|| replacing him among themselves with another ally quite as 
unmanageable, and still more essential to them, since he has 
now to aid them, not only against Chinese, but against Chinese 
led by Western intellect. This is the history of General 
Burgevine’s defection to the Taepings. He aided the Chinese 
jalists to win all their battles, was treated in return 
es suspicion and ingratitude, and never recovered a shilling 
of some 9,000/ owing to him by the Government. Of course, 
ing an adventurer from the first—or he would scarcely have 
devoted himself to this cause—he thought it right to join 
the enemy with whom he could command a higher price, and 
he did so. And exactly the same process which has 
already driven General Burgevine over to the Taepings, will 
drive other European energies from one side to the other, 
until they find that they can command their own price. The 
market cannot long be rigged by any foreign policy of ours ; 
for the Chinese, finding themselves overborne, will be jealous 
and treacherous,—and jealousy and treachery will not long 
find able men to bear with them when they could serve their 
own game better elsewhere. We shall soon have every pos- 
sible temptation offered by all Chinese parties for European 
.| aid, and also every possible inducement offered by “ ingrati- 
“tude” and fraud for frequent changes of the distribution 
of that aid. In other words, European and American energy 
will not only be engaged, but will circulate there pretty 
rapidly. A contempt for special alliances is already 
rapidly growing up,—and the crime of “desertion” 
ill soon, under Oriental management, be rated very 
cheaply indeed. We have even now ample proof of 
the growth of this policy. The Chinese Imperialists, 
: irritated by General Burgevine’s desertion, have offered a 
; high price for his arrest, “dead or alive.” All the Euro- 
pean and American officers are in commotion. They have 
signed a joint protest setting forth that an American cannot 
be judged by the Chinese, bnt must be delivered over to his 
own national authority for judgment. They say, ‘No doubt it 
was very wrong in him to desert, but then he had great 
temptations ; and, after all, is it possible for an American or 
European to owe loyalty to the Chinese? It is not to be con- 
founded with rebellion against his own Government. Tae- 
ping or Imperialist: is there much to choose?’ ‘And so, 
while the officers on all sides gravely reproach Burgevine, 
they are far more heartily set upon intimidating the Chinese 
official who ventures to set a price upon his head. Is it not 
sufficiently clear that the alliances of the Americans and 
Europeans with different Chinese parties will not be very 
stable, but that it will be a game of self-interest after all ? 


Finally, the foreigners, even on the same side, are beginning 
to quarrel amongst themselves. We find the Franco-Chinese 
officers holding back prize-money from Anglo-Chinese officers, 
and much, though not hitherto serious, wrangling and 
coldness, and incapacity for co-operation, resulting there- 
from. No law of mature is more certain than that 
these jealousies will spring wp again and again, will become 
more and more serious, and that’ before long there will be at 
least three, if not four, distinet foreign influences struggling 
together in China. The English, the French, the Americans, 
and the Russians will all be at work before long, forming tem- 
porary alliances amongst each other, falling also into bitter 
rivalries amongst each other, and carrying the Chinese with 
them into their mutual animosities. Instead of setting up 
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we have substituted for the struggle between the Taepings 
and the Imperialists the struggles between very many distinct 
parties, led by Western science and backed by Western { 
courage. 

This is not a cheerful view of the prospects of China, but it 
is the true view. Already the form of going only where we 
are asked has been abandoned. Many of the Chinese rulers 
are not anxious for our aid,—have the greatest dread of it, 
and turn the cold shoulder. The Central Government, of 
course, does not in such cases interfere ; but the English, at 
least, don’t wait to be asked. They call the old-fashioned 
Chinese fools for not welcoming their alliance, force it on 
them at the point of the bayonet, and reconquer districts for 
them, which, of course, they rule themselves. If the Govern- 
ment is not prepared to authorise a conquest of at least a 
portion of China,—which we are well convinced they are not, 
—they would do well to withdraw their sanction to the Osborne 
expedition, to limit the area of English operations strictly to 
the treaty ports, and to outlaw all Englishmen who engage in 
the Chinese service without permission. The wickedness of 
which mere adventurers, with full command of Western science 
and no predilections for Western morality, are capable among 
an inferior race of malleable Orientals, will probable soon 
receive valuable illustration in China, as it did in India. We 
would not willingly have it said that they were acting under 
any sanction from the English Government. 





THE PROGRESS OF AUSTRIA IN ITS NEW CAREER. 
THE TRADE AND COMMERCIAL REFORMS OF THE LAST 
FIFTEEN YEARS. 

{[SEcoND ARTICLE. | 
We resume this subject from the Economist of Oct. 3 
(1863), by directing attention in the first instance to the 
following table (A) of the value of the import and export 
trade of Austria since 1846. The figures for the maritime 
province of Dalmatia are given separately in the official re- 
turns, in consequence of the existence of a distinct Custom- 
house system for the Dalmatian ports. Let it be remembered 
that the population of the Austrian States has been about 37 
millions of persons during the period 1846-62, or very nearly 
the same as France—and one-fifth more than the population 


of the United Kingdom.

With a view to simplicity no attempt has been made in this table to 
represent the effects of the depreciated currency of Austria. 

These figures show for 1862 a total import and export 
trade of 56 millions sterling, or equal to say 30s per head of 
the Austrian population. In France the proportion would be 
5l,—and in the United Kingdom 12/ per head. While, there- 
fore, Austria is naturally far more fertile than either France 
or this country, it is the fact that so far her external com- 
merce is in the most primitive state. 

We have divided the table into five groups of years. ‘The 
period 1847-49 requires no reference. The effects of civil 
war and violence are abundantly manifest in the sudden stop- 
page of no small part of the foreign trade. In the next period, 
1850-53, we see the effects of the commercial reforms which 
Austria then began to adopt. The decree of November, 1851, 
remodelled the tariff to a large extent, extinguished most of 
the duties on exports, and more or less reduced the duties on 
about 600 articles great and small. In February, 1853, a further 
measure of simplification was accomplished by means of the 
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treaty with Prussia, concluded with the object of assimilating 
the Custom-house system of Austria to that of the Zollverein, 
and so preparing the way for the fusion, ultimately, of the 
Austrian and German jurisdictions. The tariff of Ist Jan., 

1854, prepared in pursuance of the treaty, entirely suppressed 
}} some duties and reduced about 300 others. In March, 1856, 
a further step was taken by abolishing all duties on raw ma- 
terials. At an early date after 1850 measures were taken to 
put an end to the separate system, which previously had 
gone to isolate Hungary from the general fiscal legislation of 
the Empire. 

The effect of these liberating efforts is very visible in the 
period 1854-58. The exports rose steadily from 22.89 to 
27.55 millions sterling, and the imports from 21.91 to 30.82 
millions. Then came the two fearful years, 1859-60, of the 
Ttalian war and its consequences, and the imports fell from 
30.82 to 21.49 millions. The impetus given to the exports, 
however, was maintained ; and in 1862 they reached 33 mil- 
lions. or three times the amount at which they stood in 1847. 
For the last four years the exports have considerably ex- 
ceeded the imports. This is a result quite at variance with 
the usual rule. In the case of the United Kingdom, for ex- 
ample, in 1862 the imports were 226 millions and the ex- 
ports were 167 millions, showing a difference of 59 tuillions 
on the side of the entries inwards. In France, in 1861, the 
imports were 100 and the exports 82 millions sterling, or an 
excess of 18 millions. In none of these cases are gold and 
silver inclmded. As concerns the United Kingdom, the large 
excess of 59 millions sterling of imports arises from several 
causes. The value of the imported articles is taken at the 
price in bond, and includes therefore freight and importers’ 
profit. The imports also include in effect the remittances made 
to this country for its large investments of capital in foreign 
countries. Still when all these corrections have been made, it 
is perfectly true that we must look for the benefit of a foreign 
trade, not in what it takes away, but in what it brings home— 
and hence it is necessary and natural that the value of the 
imports should exceed the value of the exports, and this 
reasoning holds good wherever the monetary system of a 
country is in a state sufficiently sound to ensure the perma- 
nence of cash payments. But it does not hold good in the 
ease of countries like Austria, where a depreciated paper 
currency is of cumpulsory tender. In such a country the 
only effectual mode of restoring the paper currency to par, 
and of accumulating such an amount of treasure in the hands 
of the public and in the vaults of the Central Bank as will 
render a resumption of cash payments easy and permanent, 
is to diminish the demand, say at Vienna, for foreign bills to 
be remitted in payment of imports; and to increase, say 
at Vienna, the supply of foreign bills drawn against exports. 
By this double process, if persevered in, the complete restora- 
tion of a sufficient circulation and reserve of gold and silver is 
inevitable. Hence it is that, as concerns Austria, the large 
excess of exports over imports since 1858 is so hopeful a 
symptom of returning strength and soundness. 


It is not unfrequently difficult to get even intelligent people 
to see clearly the operation of these economical causes. It is 
so much more easy to discuss an abstract question of apprecia- 
tion or depreciation (two terms which have led to more 
misunderstanding and foolish writing than any other two 
words in the language) in general terms than by means of 
figures representing actual facts, that we hasten to insert the 
following quotations at London of the exchange on Vienna at

Thy 
great Hungarian plain and the fat valleys of Lower and U 
Austria may become the granary and the vineyard of 
Austria may supply wool, flax, and silk to England and 
other countries now earnestly in search of these raw materials; 
and her Dalmatian province, now almost a wilderness, may 
again become the maritime glory of the Adriatic. To bring 
the wealth of Hungary to the seaboard and within easy reach 
of the foreigner, something has already been done by means of 
the railways which run towards Trieste. But a great deal’ 





more remains to be done, and that further work can only be 
accomplished by the growth of the resources and credit of the 
Empire as a whole.

Since | 
our former article of the 3rd ult., a conference has been held} 
at Munich of the Zollverein States who are not parties to the 
French treaty ; and at that conference an Austrian Envoy was 
present, with what result the correspondent of the Daily 
News of the 16th ult. shall state :——“ The Austrian Envoy,” 
says the correspondent, “very prudently did not take an 
“ official part in the conferences, but made it known that 
“ his Government was prepared to go a certain length, and to 
“admit every reduction of the present tariff which Austrian 
“ industry could support. At the same time he stated that 
“ the final views of his Government were Free Trade principles 
“ to the fullest extent, merely granting to Austrian manufac- 
“ turers a certain time to make the necessary arrangements.” 


In manufactures Austria has but little to fear as regards || 
woollens, worsteds, leather, glass, and earthenware. But the} 
Austrian cotton manufacture is wholly a sickly plant of pro- 
tectionist growth—and a plant which, in spite of incessant 
nursing, is dwarfed and puny. In 1854, according to the} 
official tables, there were altogether only 195 cotton factories 
in the Austrian dominions—and of these 32 were in Lombardy, 
now no longer an Austrian province. Of the remaining 163 
mills, as many as 120 were in Bohemja and Lower Austria. 
The whole number of persons, men, women, and children, 
employed in the 163 mills was under 27,000.* We advocate 
no injustice to this cotton industry, but when the interests of 
a whole people are proposed to be set aside for the benefit of 
a special class, it is necessary to look somewhat closely into 
the real facts of the case, and to estimate somewhat narrowly

| contrived, with the corrupt aid of the Custom-house officers, 
toradd to the effective volume of these British exports, it is 
ite impossible to say. But unless the common report of all 
Germany is wrong, it was in no trifling degree. If we had 
not the assurance that the Austrian Government are fully 
bent upon the introduction of a better system, no language 
would be too strong in which to characterise the defects of a 
policy so hostile to the progregs of the country in which it 
ails, We have before us as we write the official copy of the 
nt Austrian Tariff. It isa quarto pamphlet of 75 pages of 
small type, occupied by a text and tables overlaid with notes 
and commentaries. No wonder that the Customs revenue is 
barely two millions sterling, and nearly all of it swallowed up 
by expenses. But harrassing and foolish as the present tariff 
may be, what must have been the utter state of stagnation 
before the reforms of 1851 and 1853 and 1856, referred to in 
|| the earlier part of this article. 

When the Austrian fiscal legislation is put on a proper 
footing, the trade between Austria and ourselves will not be 
measured by a miserable million per annum. We want the 
corn, wine, wool, hemp, timber, silk, flax, leather, &c., of 
Austria in any quantities in which we can get them. And 
|| Austria in return wants our cottons, fancy fabrics, iron, and 

colonial produce. Once set this free interchange fairly in 
‘| motion, and the alliance of England and Austria will no longer 
be a figure of speech largely used by diplomatists and poli- 
ticians. It will be a reality, representing the interests of two 
nations which have become necessary to each other. 

In our next article we shall consider the Austrian system of

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ENGLISH OPINION AS DISTINGUISHED FROM 
ENGLISH ACTION ON AMERICAN QUESTIONS. 
In reference to the present civil war raging in America, there 
is so much difference of feeling and opinion observable among 
Englishmen, that it has become very important to specify pre- 
cisely how far this difference extends, how well defined are 
its limits, how purely speculative it is, and how little likely to 
affect the practical attitude or action of the country. The 
truth is that though singularly divided im our sympathies on 
this matter, we are as singularly united in our intentions and 
decision. We all of us know so distinctly what we shall do, 
that we feel no scruple in expressing with equal distinctness 
|| what we think. The frequent discussions and the outspoken 
leaders which appear from day to day in the most able and 
respectable of our newspapers, bear ample testimony to the 
wholly irreconcileable views and wishes of various parties and 
classes in this country, and the recent speeches of the new 
|| Attorney and Solicitor-Generals, and less recent ones of other 
members of the Government, warrant us in inferring that a 
corresponding theoretic discrepancy exists among the Ministers 
themselves, Indeed it could scarcely be otherwise. The anti- 
|| slavery section, many of our merchants, most of our Radical 
politicians, and a considerable portion of the Democracy of 
Britain wish for the triumph of the North; not because they care 
at all about the Union, or greatly love their Yankee cousins, 
but because they dread the discredit of Republican institutions, 
because they fancy that Federal success would be the shortest 
Way to peace, and because they believe that negro emancipation 
would be its sure though not its originally designed result. 
On the other hand, the governing classes as a whole, the 











Conservatives generally, and probably the majority of the } 


middle classes, and most statesmen certainly, are disposed to 
wish earnestly for the independence of the South, both as 
|| Temoving a vast future danger out of the world’s path, as the 
1 best issue by far for the moral good of America itself, and as 
I offering, if not the most hopeful prospect for the immediate 
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freedom of the Black, at least his best chance of ultimate | 
amelioration and release with the smallest danger of interme- | 
diate suffering. Ina word, Englishmen are divided in their 
sympathies and desires in reference to American questions to 
a greater degree, and with more vehement earnestness, than 
probably has ever been the case except when some of the 
most stirring topics of domestic policy were at issue ;—but 
the division scarcely extends further than this. We feel very 
differently, and we wish very opposite things; but we should | 
probably all, or nearly all, act just alike. 

Our differences, too, relate almost entirely to our hopes as 
to the ultimate result of the struggle. They are all prospec | 
tive. As to the past, as to the details of the history, as to | 
the conduct of our own Government, and as to the judgment we | 


pass upon the behaviour of the Americans on both sides— 


individuals as well as parties—Englishmen scarcely differ 
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at all. We all, whatever side we take in our heart, 
condemned alike the conduct, as represented to us, of 
the Southern ministers under Buchanan, who were said 
to have treacherously used their official position to dis- 
mantle the Northern and to stock the Southern arsenals. 
We were all equally ready to express our disapproval of the 
high-handed peremptoriness which attacked Fort Sumter, while 
it appeared still possible that a pacific separation or an ami- 
cable restoration might be effected. We all of us did ample 
justice to the wonderful energy with which the North pre- 
pared for the struggle, when it became evident that it was a 
question of union or dissolution.. We all of us admired the 
pluck which the Oonfederates showed at the battle 
of Bull Run, and the pluck which the Federals showed after 
it. The Radicals and Emancipationists were about as much 
disgusted as the Conservatives and educated Englishmen of 
all classes with the rant of Cassius Olay and the dishonesty 
and insolence of Mr Seward, aud about as plain spoken in 
their preference of the dignified and able State Papers of 
Jefferson Davis to the feeble and ungrammatical prolixity of 
Abraham Lincoln. There was never any difference of opinion 
among us as to the superior generalship and soluiership of the 
South, nor as to our admiration of the spirit with which the 
weaker party fought what seemed at first an almost desperate 
battle. We were quite unanimous as to the propriety of con- 
ceding belligerent rights to the Southerners, and all but 
unanimous as to the propriety of declining to recognise their 
independence, till it should have been actually achieved. 
When Commodore Wilkes seized the Commissioners on board 
the Trent, and the Americans and the Government at Washing 
ton appeared disposed to justify the insult, the steadiest friends 
of the North among us were every bit as prompt in demand- 
ing restitution and apology as the warmest advocates of the 
South. When British vessels were captured in the attempt to 
run an inefficient blockade, and when American cruisers went 
to the very verge of the extremest belligerent rights (not to 
say more) in their treatment of our merchant ships, Southern 
sympathisers grumbled and sometimes remonstrated indeed, 
but on the whole they acquiesced and practically agreed with 
their antagonists in leaving the latter in the hands of the 
Foreign Office, and admitting that perhaps we had better 
“grin and bear it,”’ than be very critical and litigious on a 
subject where our own hands, historically, were not over clean. 
Lastly, when Mr Sumner forgot decorum and truth in his 
bitter and ill-designed tirades against England, and when the 
New Yorkers weleomed Russians and Russian cruisers in their 
waters in language which implied their sympathy not only 
with despotism, but with despotism especially red-handed at 
the moment, the burst of disgust and indignation at these de- 
plorable indecencies was scarcely louder or prompter from one 
party among us than from the other. 





Thus far, we seem to have been nearly all of one mind, in 
our sentiments as well as in our proceedings. Even when a 
strong practical temptation was put before us—when the 
Emperor of the French urged our Government to join him in 
interposing between the combatants with earnest remonstrances 
and definite proposals, there was little or no hesitation or 
discussion among us as to the propriety of declining the 
suggested diplomatic action. We were all but unanimous in 
deciding both that the time was not come when such inter- 
position could reasonably hope to be successful, and that the 
terms which it was proposed to recommend were scarcely such 
as could be fairly pressed upon the Government at Washington 
in the then relative position of the two belligerents. So that 
it is not too much to say that nineteen out of every twenty 
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Englishmen, whatever party colours they may wear, whatever 
political sympathies they may entertain, whatever may be 
their private wishes or expectations as to the issue of the 
strife, would have expressed almost exactly the same senti- 
ments, and have concurred precisely in the same proceedings, 
on all occasions connected with the American civil war on 
which national action or national utterance has been called 
for. 








The first practical point on which a real difference of 
opinion has arisen in this country, is the justice and expediency 
of laying an embargo on such vessels as the Alabzma and 
the ironclads now in the Mersey. Some among us are of 
opinion that the law authorises their seizure, and that if it 
does not actually and technically empower the Executive to 
seize them, it ought to be altered so as to effect this purpose. 
Others maintain that the Foreign Enlistment Act was never 
designed to prevent the building and sale of these ships to and 
for either belligerent, and that it would be neither fair, nor 
wise, nor conformable to the spirit of international law and 
impartial neutrality, to render the law more stringent in this 
direction. The question has been eagerly discussed in the 
public journals, as our readers are well aware. But even here 
our actual proceedings have been of a character to show 
rather our agreement than our difference of view. The first 
matter was to ascertain what the law actually said,—for 
we all concurred in feeling that whatever the law was, 
it must be promptly and rigidly enforced. In order to bring 
the case to issue, the Government sought a legal decision by 
seizing the Alessandra and appealing to a regular tribunal ; 
and as exception was taken to the verdict and the ruling of 
the Chief Baron, and as it did not carry with it the concur- 
rence of the forensic world, means have been taken for 
obtaining the aggregate opinion of the Bench. If that 
decision should determine that the vessels in question are 
legally liable to confiscation, the public will accept their 
confiscation, and that special trade must submit to interrup- 
tion. If the decision should be the other way, the vessels 
will be released and the trade will continue unless Parliament 
should think fit to modify and strengthen the Act in question. 
In any case Englishmen will be still consentaneous, though not 
unanimous. In the one case, they will acquiesce in the 
verdict of the Law Courts. In the other, they will acquiesce 
in the decision of the Legislature.

HORSE BREEDING. 


Prizes intended to encourage the breeding of good riding horses— 
hunters, hacks—and carriage horses have of late been offered by 
all the larger Agricultural Societies, and their patrons and 
managers seem bent on inducing farmers to adopt the breeding of 
such horses as a part of their business. We do not anticipate much 
success from such efforts. A prize is of little value to the breeders 
of stock, save when it serves as a kind of advertisement, and in the 
case of the horse-breeding farmer the number he has on hand fit for 
sale must necessarily be limited. Besides, the adjudication of prizes 
for horses is far more uncertain than for cattle or sheep. In the 
one case, so much of the value of a horse depends upon tempera- 
ment, nervous energy, early training, and the like, in the other, there 
is but little difficulty in deciding whether sheep or cattle are likely to 
— a profitable amount of meat for the food they consume. 
However, horse breeding has been taken up agriculturally, and as it 
is certain that farmers are in the main the chief breeders of our riding 
and carriage horses, the discussions on the subject this has given 
‘| rise to will probably be useful in denoting the situations in which 
and the methods by which horses may be bred with the greatest 
chance of success. 

In this sense two papers, ‘On Breeding Horses,” in the lately 
published part of the ‘‘ Royal Agricultural Society’s Journal,” 
possess considerable interest. 

@ The paper by Mr Dickenson is that of a thoroughly practical 
man, who has made a large fortune as a London jobmaster of the 
| first class, and is valuable as expressing the views of one having had 
|e strong commercial interest in the subject. But he must be re-

to the national supply of horses.” 

Now, although it is quite true that the character of modern racing 
is altogether different from that when horses were run at heavy 
weights for heats, we believe that at no former period were there 
more thorongh-bred hor-es reared in this country, and that a 
greater number of such horses of power, symmetry, substance, 
and are now reared than at any former period. It is true 
that there are more weeds and nearly useless thorough-bred horses 
also reared, but comparatively few of these are ever used for breed- 
ing purposes. Modern racing offers such large prizes in its 
hazardous pursuit, that a larger proportion of the bert thorough- 
bred sires serve at higher prices than formerly ; but still there is 
really no difficulty in meeting with strong and symmetrical horses 
in any breeding district. And let any one go into the hunting 
field—not merely in the crack counties—but with any well- 
managed ee of foxhounds, and, we venture to say, however 
long may have been his experience, that he never at any former 
we saw 3 greater number of useful hunters. It must be recol- 

that hounds go faster than they did forty years ago, and 
that the first-class hunter of the present day is more highly 
bred than his predecessors. Moreover, there are more persons 
who hoht now than tormerly, and the demand for first-class

rate of discount. They contend that the evils produced by the 
monpoly of the Bank of France will be palliated by the mainte- 
nance of the Bank of Savoy: and they conclude by suggesting 
that an understanding shall be come to between the two banks re- 
lative to their respective fields of operation.—I content myself 
with simply analysing the manifestoes of the two establishments ; 
but I must tell you that that of the Bank of Savoy expounds 
theories in banking which, though familiar enough to all who have 
studied the banking questions of this country, appear to the 
public, who are ignorant of such things, singularly novel and 
audacious. 

The money market has been greatly*depressed since my last : 
first by the uncertainty of the political situation, to which, how- 
ever, it is hoped the speech of the Emperor on Thursday next 
will put an end; next, and above all, by the report that the 
coffers of the Bank of France were being emptied fast, and that, 
consequently, an advance of discount at the weekly meeting of 
the Directors this day would be inevitable. But the Bank has, it 
appears, obtained supplies of coin and bullion from London, and 
it has consequently been able to leave its rate of discount un- 
changed—a satisfactory thing to Parisian commerce, which would 
have been much inconvenienced by a change of the rate on the 
eve of the heavy settlement which has to be made at the end of 
this month. The belief that a new loan will have_to be raised by 
the Minister of Finance, in spite of his repugnance to borrowing, 
has gained ground, and has also had a depressing effect. The 
floating debt has, it is alleged, attained that figure which the 
Minister himself, in his famous report to the Emperor just béfore 
his last return to office, declared could not be maintained with 
safety.

Communications from Nantes state, on what they represent to 
be official authority, that the solution of the sugar question which 
the Government has resolved on is to allow drawback to native 
sugar, but to suppress the reimbursement of the extra tax on sugar 
brought in by foreign vessels, when such sugar is exported after 
being refined. ‘The first is a very unfavourable measure to the 
colonial and shipping interests ; but the second is in their favour. 
Some other modifications of the sugar duties, of lesser importance, 
have, it is said, been decided on.

' commerce between France and Chili—to the effect that merchan- 
dise imported direct from one country into the other by the vessels 
of either shall be treated as if imported by natural vessels—has, in 
order to facilitate commercial relations between the two countries, 
been modified in this way: ‘Vessels of either country may 
embark or disembark goods in the intermediate ports, subject to 
the condition of such goods not being similar to those takea in 
France or Chili.” ‘ 

The shipping interest has for some time past been oxpesben 
modifications in the maritime inscription,—which, as is known, 
takes from commerce the elite of sailors, and by its vigour actually 

| prevents a great number of the people residing on or near the 

| Coasts from embarking in a seafaring life, in spite of the attrac- 

| tions it possesses for them. A decree has just appeared, making 
modifications in this system. By it encouragements are given 
to lads to engage voluntarily in the navy; sailors drawn in 

| the conscription who have been on the books ofthe navy six 

| years, can no longer be called on to serve, except in the event 
of an extraordinary levy ; and men are to be afforded facilities 
for quitting the navy after less than six years’ service. These 
modifications are undoubtedly acceptable, so far as they go, bnt 
what is wanted in order to make French merchant shipping pros- 
perous is the suppression of the maritime conscription, for it is 
radically bad. 

The promoters of the Company of the Ports of Brest affirm that 
the snbscription to the shares which they have opened has thus 
far been satisfactory. They consider that Brest, from its topo- 
graphical position at the western extremity of France, is destined 
to become the principal centre or port of transit for all the com- 
merce of France with America, and also for a large part of that of 
Germany and the rest of the Continent with Transatlantic cous- 
tries.

In the corresponding week of 1853 the combined English 
and French fleets had entered the Dardanelles. Two Russian 
steamers, with eight gunboats, had forced the passage of the 
Danube, in spite of the guns of the Turkish fortress of 
Isactcha, The money market in London had become slightly 
easier owing to the large bullion arrivals, but stocks were dull, 
and with a tendency to decline. 

In 1860, the French Admiral at Naples had prevented 
Admiral Persano from bombarding Gaeta. Capua had been 
surrendered to the Sardinian troops. Money was easy, at 4 
per cent., and a rise in Turkish bonds had taken place on the 
rumour that a loan had been negotiated with M. Mirés, of 
Paris. 

In 1861, the Board of Trade returns had been published, 
showing the disastrous effects of the American war upon our 
exports, which had only reached 5,671,730/ up the 30th Sept. 
1861, against 16,200,771/ in the corresponding period of 1860. 
Rumours were in circulation that the Bank of France was 
seeking relief by the negotiation of an operation with the 
Bank of Berlin similar to that effected a short time previously 
with the Bank of England. A meeting had been promised to 
receive the report of the accountant charged to examine the 
affairs of the Bank of Deposit. 

In 1862, further news of the Greek revolt, with the re 
ported abidcation of King Otho in favour of his brother, had 
been received. The King of Greece had been refused admit 
tance into Athens, and it was rumoured that the crown would 
be offered to the English Prince Alfred. The Exhibition of 
1862 had been finally clesed, The Bank rate of discount had 
been advanced from 2 to 8 per cent., the exports of bullion 
to the Continent having altered the condition of the money 
market.

Supplies of Assam tea, offered at public sale, have been freely 
disposed of at a further advance in prices of 2d to 3d perth, 
Privately, the trade for China qualities, owing to large auctions 
announced for the 3rd prox, is quiet, but there is a fair export 
inquiry, and the quotations are steadily supported. Last week, 
duty was paid on 1,093,602 lbs, and the export, for the week 

| ending Oct. 22, amounted to 367,950 lbs. 

Advices from Shanghai, to September 3, state that there had 
been much less activity in the demand for tea, owing to unfavout- 
able intelligence from the London market. However, thirteen 
chops were disposed of during the fortnight, but at a decline in 
prices of 2 taels per picul. The announcement of an advance at 
Hankow caused the market to close with more firmness on the 
part of holders, but buyers were only disposed to operate at the 
reduction ; consequently, very little business was passing in any

Ix PReseNcE OF THE PuBLIC INTEREST. 

During the last fortnight much has been said, and 
much written, on the Bank of Savoy, and on the pos- 
sibility or impossibility of its existence in presence of 
the privilege of the Bank of France. 

The question has consequently been greatly agitated, 
but it is far from being solved. It may even be said 
that it has not yet really been treated in its serious and 

point of view. It has only been examined in 
its minor aspect,—in that of persons, and of the conflict 
which may be anticipated between rival influences. 

In England, it is true, in which economical questions 
are apprecisted and treated at their just value, some 


journals, and among them the Economist, have pointed 
out the vast importance of an establishment, which, by 
putting down the omnipotent monopoly of the Bank of 
France, may, and even must, have for result to cause 
France to enter into a wider path as regards liberty of 
banking—in the path which Great Britain and the 
United States bave long followed, and which has led to 
the development of their commerce and industry. 

Let us then follow the example of our rivals on the 
other side of the Channel. Let us raise the discussion 
to the height it deserves to possess, and, leaving aside 
all paltry considerations of private interest, let us 
examine calmly and impartially what the law permits, 
and what public interest requires. 

The 1 question appears to us clear and simple. 
According to the stipulations of the treaty which has 
annexed Savoy to France, the Bank of Savoy enjoys, 
under French rule, all the rights and privileges with 
which it was endowed by the Sardinian law, that is to 
say, it is now, in presence of the Bank of France, in a 
situation absolutely identical to that in which it stood 
with regard to the Bank of Piedmont, which fulfils tor 
our neighbours the office held among us by the Bank of 
France 

We think it unnecessary to insist on the question of 
legality, for no doubt on the subject can remain after 
the lum’nous opinion of M. Dufaure, and after the con- 
elusive judgment of the Court of Cassation of the 
7th Ju'y, 1862, in which is this passage: — 

“Whereas the Imperial decree of the 1ith and 12th 
June, 1860, promulgating the treaty of annexation of 
Savoy to France, has no retroactive effect; that the 
change of sovereignty accompli-hed by that treaty has 
in nowise encroached on the private rights previously 
acquired, ard that it bas on'y had the effect of subjecting 
the exercise of those mghts to French jurisdiction, which 
must appreciate and judge them in conformity with the 
laws under which they were established." 

In the presence ef such a formal text, it is only neces- 
sary to inquire, in the case under discussion, if the reso- 
lutions adopted almost unanimously in the last general 
and regularly cons ituted meeting of the shareholders of 
the Bank of Savoy are in conformity with the spirit and 
letter of the laws under wick they were adopted. 

Now, bow can.th's be, doubted when thet bank acted 
absolutely in the last meeting in conformity with the 
precedents previously set by it on several occasions, 
with the complete assent of the Governmert under which 
they were established ? 

It is known in fact that th's is not the first time at 
which the Bank of Savoy has augmented its capital, 
which was originally 800,000f (52,0002), but which by 

was raised to 4,000,000f 





successive 
(160,0002). 

The Bank of Savoy, in its meeting of the 4th October, 
followed exactly the p:oceedings and formalities which 
it had previously practised, and which were recom- 
mended to it by the very Government which dictated its 
statutes. On this occasion, therefore, the Italian Go- 
vernment could net have taought of objecting, on any 
ground whatever, to the reslutions ef the general meet- 
ing of sharehoiders, and the Gevernment to which it 
has ceded its authority cannot, wi hout flagrant illegality, 
uct otherwise than it would have dune. 

But here will be prevented, as we fully expect, the 
grave objection that the situation is not identical; that 
the Bank of Piedmont has no exclusive privilege ; whilst 
the Bank of Fra:.ce enjoys a movopoly which interdicts 
to any other bank the right to irsae notes in France, 
&c., &. 

Ths »rgument which appears so formidable at first, 
in nowise alarms us; for it is only a phantom aggran- 
dised by obscurity, and which fades away as soon as 
light appears. 

First of all, it must not be forgotten that the Bank of 
France itself has recognised the rights of the Bank of 
Savoy, since it entered into negotiation with that bank, 
and even went so far as to offer to purchase trom it, its 
right of i sue. 

Secondly, it seems to us easy to demonstrate that 
even if the privilege of the Bank of France were as 
exclusive os is alleged, it would be of no weight in 
presence of the position hed by the Bank of Savoy, in 
virtue of its original constitution, and of the rights which 
the treaty of annexation already cited secures it. The 
adv. cates of th- Bank oi France might be victoriously 
told that the exclusive privilege they ascribe to it in 
France gives it no right over regions recently added to 
her territory ; that, consequently, nothing can limit the 
extension of the circulation of the notes issued by the 
Bank of Savoy; that, moreover, annexation has created, 
or may creaie, new interests and wants, which would not 
permit the maistena:ce of a monopoly which, if it 
really existed, would have been consented to on perfectly 
differeut cond tions, &c. We believe that even on this 
ground the pretensious of the Bank of France would 
have been declared inadmissible, and that no judge in 
France could have ad ited such conclusions, 

What can be said then, if the objection, the only one 
that can be evoked against the maintenance of the Bank 
of Savoy, does not even ex st,—if this pretended 
menopoly, frow the summit of which the Bank of France 
disdainfully warns off every other bank of issue, is in no 
law, is con-ecrated by no decree ? 


And yet such is the stiict truth! Let people read 
with care as we have done, all the laws and ali the by- 
laws which regulate the Bank of France from its 
constitutive law to that of the th June, 1857, and in 
them will be found no clause assuring to the bank an 
exchusive privivege in France. 

In fact, since the law which established the Bank of 
‘| France and regulated its attributions, all the laws and 
decrees which have been promulgated have confined 


{ themselves to making certain mouitications in, and cer- 
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tain additions to, the primitive statutes; but, as regards 
fundamental principles, they have never done anything 
else than endorse the original law. 


Now it is not necéseary to enter into long explana- 
tions to prove that neither the law of Germinal, nor avy 
of those which followed, ever thought of establishing 
only one bank in France. It is sufficient to call to mind 
that under those laws departmental banks were estab- 
lished and carried on at Bordeaux, Nantes, R’uen, 
Lyons, Havre, Lille, Toulouse, Orleans, and Marseilles. 

As to the decree of the Provisional Government dated 
the 27th April, 1848, which effected the amalgamation 
of the departmental banks with the Bank of France,— 
a decree, let us remark en passant, which was issued at 
the moment at which the extreme necessities of the 
situation required forced currency—it is true that it 
declared the necessity of the unity of the bank note, 
at the time the note was declared legal money; but in 
none of its clauses, and in nene of the motives assigned 
for it, did it mention the inviolabiity of that decision, 
which was, on the contrary, represented by it as necessi- 
tated by the extreme circumstances of the situation : 
nowhere in a word did it consecrate the right of unity 
with which the Bank of France now pretends that it is 
invested. 

As to the last law of the 9th June, 1857, it unhappily 
made no other modification in the constitution oF the 
Bank of France than that of the prorogation of its 
privilege for thirty years, in return for the acquisition 
by thac establishwnent of 100,000,000f of 2 per cents 
rente at 75f, and in return also for the terrible power of 
raising indefinitely its rate of discount, that is say, doing 
with impunity what the law calls usury, and which it 
punishes as a misdemeanour on the part of any person 
other than the Bank of France. 

It wili be seen that the Government has not conceded 
to the Bank of France the monopoly it claims, which 
the public, being ill informed, bas hitherto too readily 
supposed tbat it possessed. Thus falls the only odjection 
that can be opposed with any appearance of reason to 
the exi-tence of the Bank of Savoy, which is so eom- 
pletely legitimate in other respects. 

The question of legality being thus placed beyond 
contestation, let us examine the question of public utility, 
and let us see if in that respect the Bank of France is 
more solidly established than on the ground of legality. 

Without any doubt the monopoly de facto of the 
Bank of France might be maintained, although not 
sanctioned by Jaw, if that monopoly presented great 
advantages for the financial, industrial, commerc‘al, and 
agriculcural interests of the country, and if the cessation 
of it were destined to give a fatal bluw to public and 
private for tunes, 

But alas! it is the contrary that is true. The Bank of 
France, as we have seen, is still governed by its primitive 
statutes. Therare modifications made in it since that 
epoch have scarcely effected any change in its primitive 
constitution. They have scarcely had «ny other result 
than to aggravate still more the dangers resulting from 
certain re-trictive stipulations in its statutes, and from 
its omn potence in the regulation of the rate of discount, 
ad the distribution of creait; so that that great 
establishment has remained superb and immovable like 
the ged Terminus, in the midst of the marvellous move- 
ment which, during the last half century, has changed 
the economic face of the modern world, of that world 
which has seen created and developed steam, the rail- 
way, electricty, free trade, &. 

We will not quote figures to demonstrate the differ- 
ence which exists between the France financial, com- 
mercial, and industrial of 1808, and the Fronce of 1863. 
Such a comparison, which would carry us too far, is 
besides superfluous ; it is completely us-less for the de- 
fence of vur cause, for numerous and eioquent are the 
facts which prove that the Bank of Fiance, with its 
retrograde constitution and habits, is unfortunately in- 
sufficient to render the numerous services which the 
industrial and commercial world has now the right to 
require from a great establishment of credit. 

In point of fact what is passing at this very moment? 
The wank of France,—which by the way commits the 
same fault every year,—has allowed its metallic reserve 
to decline in such a proportion that in order to protect 
what remains, it has been obliged to have recourse to 
its ordinary and periodical specific, which is the eleva- 
tion of the rate of discount. 

Well! this double fact may suffice, apart from many 
others, to prove both the inefficiency of the resources 
which the bank is disposed to employ, the errors of the 
financial doc:rine which preside over its manag: ment, 
and the numerous dangers which this union of fatal 
causes may occasion to the public fortune. 

Everything is connected, everything forms a chain in 
this matter, as in every other. 

If the Bank of Francefhad not locked up its capital 
in rente; if it had kept it disposable forthe moments at 
which it becomes necessary, it could easily fulfil the 
daty which is imposed on an establishment of credit 
charged with the absolute direction of the monetary 
market of ail France; and in a couvtry in which there 
is in circulation a mass of precious metals which may 
be estimated at about 5,000,000,000f (£200,000,000), 
nothing would be easier than to have always a metallic 
reserve sufficient to provide for the supplementary de- 
mands for specie which are regularly made every year, 
at certain epochs, and particularly during the months of 
October and November. 

But in order to be able to obtain surely and usefully 
these results, the bank must ‘ell its rentes, so as to be 
always able, with its capital rendered disposable, to 
procure coin sufficieut for satisfying the extraordinary 
aemands which arise. 

This is what is done by all merchants :—when they 
have engagements to fulil they turn into money the 
securi'ies they may hanpen to have in their portfolio. 
But this is precisely what the Bavk of France will not 
do, because, pre-oceupied before all things with its 
dividends and its shareholders, it finds it more con- 
venient, and in particular more lucrative, to employ its 
ompipotenee to defend its coin and bullion by raising 
the discount, in spite of the emba:ras:ment which the 
increase causes to commerce, and the profound trouble 
it produces in the money market: because in that way 
it enjoys the revenue of its rentes, whilst at the same 
time it receives a higher rate of interest for the money 
it lends to commeice. 

it may be supposed that the bank feels regret for the 
embarrassment which its measures cause to commerce 
cne may suppose that it sighs over the ruins they pro- 
duce. But no: embued with the antiquated idea of the 
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balance of commerce, on which all economists have 
justice, it arrogates to itself the right of im 
industry, by its calculated restrictions, the obligation of 
diminishing its production, and of selling, even at's 
the merchandise already manufactured, in .

Now, it is clear as dav, that the rate at which the: 
Bank of France may discount will not modify thig 
situation in any respect, and that the merchant 
must pay for his cotton with money, must forcedly 
cure the money he requires, whatever be the price he 
has to pay for it; the raising of the discount will not 
make him ask for a sou the less. 

At the yfmost, the increase of the rate can only have 
the effect of reducing the demands for money on the 
bank itself, because all merchants whose cre ict is suff 
ciently established to procure it in other quarters atg 
lower rate of interest, wll not fail to exercise that! 
power ; and then the bank will only remain in presense
